Medicare Aired 
By Health Unit 
At Paltz Session 


The U lster County Board of 
Health 
held 
its April meeting 
Monday night at the New Paltz 
Nursing Home, which is owned 
and op erated by Mr. and Mrs.

Dr. Virgil B. DeWitt, p resi­ 
dent of the U lster County Board 
of Health, scheduled the meeting

The 
plan sets production tasks for 
every Soviet factory and farm. 
Some specialists here see the 
delay on the plan as a sign of

among

Soviet leaders. 
Divisions are believed certain

reforms will take shape. 
The reforms retain the tradi­ 
tional soviet system of central 
planning of economic 
activity. 
But they give the individual fac­

Because of the im portant re ­ 
sponsibilities of the local asses­ 
sor, we m ust hav e x:tter quali­ 
fied assessors. 
(Twenty-fiv e years ago there 
was determ ined mov em ent in the 
state to abolish the justice court. 
Then there were 3,500 justices 
in the town of the State. Of tha t 
num ber 2,100 had nev er tried a 
single case. Under the leader­ 
ship

Towns, the num ber was reduced 
by one half.

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 11- 
ton block of granite has been 
lowered into place as the first 
stone of President John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s permanent gravesite at 
Arlington National Cemetery.

will form part of the base for 
the eight-foot wall at the head of 
the Kennedy grave on a grassy 
slope 20 feet from where his 
bouy was buried in 196J.
